Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 , 23, and 27, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests a plasma display panel comprising all the claimed limitations of claim 1 , 23, or 
27, particularly the limitation of second barriers formed in a boundary portion of upper 
and lower discharge cells on the second substrate to have a width increases toward the 
first barriers from a central portion and to be separated from the first barriers, together 
with auxiliary barriers formed at both sides of the first barriers. 

Claims 2-7, and 24-26, and 28 are allowed being dependent on allowed base 
claims 1, 23, and 27. 

The plasma display panel having such particular configuration of barriers, 
improves luminance of the display as well as improves efficiency and exhaust ability. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
